Have you ever wondered what quali- 
fications a person must have to become 
a successful Picture Editor? John God- 
frey Morris, Picture Editor of Ladies 
Home Journal, took time off from

writing Let’s Make Honest Pictures 
which appears on page 36 of this issue, 
to give us his views on the subject.

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London’s world-renowned camera club 


HERE aren’t many institutions that one can truly call unique, but as far 

as we have been able to discover the London Camera Club at 23 Man- 

chester Square, London W. 1 has no equivalent or opposite number 
anywhere else in the world. 

The Club does not claim its distinction purely on the grounds of age, 
Founded in 1885, it has had an unbroken history ever since, and with its 
membership of over 800, it is full of the same good fellowship in photography 
that exists everywhere else in the world. 

Imagine, if you will, a large five story house set in the quiet privacy of one 
of London’s residential squares. Facing a small tree-shaded green, the club 
building exudes dignity, and security with a slight flavor of English austerity, 

Within the brick-fronted building, however, is a small world of photography 
all on its own. Here you may have your meals in the dining room, take a 
quiet drink in the bar, have a snooze in the entrance-hall lounge with its big 
open log hearth, browse over the books in the Mortimer Room, book one of 
the studios and photograph to your heart’s content choosing your model from 
the Club’s private register if you wish, do your processing in any one of seven 
fully equipped darkrooms and clean up your finished prints in the dry mount- 
ing room. Or perhaps you prefer to attend the almost daily lectures and

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demonstrations in the “lecture room. 

Something is always going on 
somewhere in the Club, and with 
everything conveniently housed with- 
in four walls, the Club provides an 
jdeal photographic home for anyone 
who likes his social club and his chief 
interest rolled into one. 

That is not to say that the general 
membership is confined to amateurs. 
Far from it. Almost any day of the 
week you can sit at lunch with the 
big names of British photography 
around you—White, Cash, Nurnberg, 
Vining, Mason, Kenyon, Schofield, 
Newcombe, Weedon, Percy Harris— 
and talk shop to your heart's content. 
There’s no snobbery at the Camera 
Club. Professionals mix with amateurs 
on level ground . . . and Modern’s 
editor will bear me out here because 
Tom Weedon and I had the pleasure 
of entertaining him to lunch at the 
Club not so very long ago. 

Shall we have a more detailed look 
around? We’ve already mentioned the 
dining room, but we should complete 
the picture and say that lunch, tea 
and supper are served here six days a 
week and that there is a special lunch-

time session on Thursdays when a 
guest talks for ten minutes after the 
meal, Feature of the month is the 
special evening dinner when new 
members are introduced officially to 
the Club and the evening is crowned 
by a guest of honow from one of 
photography’s allied fields. 

And then, of course, there is the 
dining room exhibition. It would 
hardly be fitting if members had their 
meals without the company of good 


pictures ahd the Club’s honorary sec- 
retary, W. A. J. Paul sees to it that 
the show is changed once per month. 


Perhaps I should mention here that — 


a second exhibition is also on show 
round the walls of the Lecture Room 
and is likewise changed once each 
month and that a large illuminated 
viewing box in the Mortimer Room 
houses a display of colour transpar- 
encies. 

The Camera Club bar is a small 
intimate affair, equipped with modern 
strip lighting for effect. It has a mini- 
mum of seating and always seems to 
me as though it was specifically de- 
signed to encourage the formation of 
small groups of members for a purely 
personal chat. That, at any rate, is 
what always happens. 

Going up the wide Victorian stair- 
case to the first floor we come to a 
pair of heavy, oak doors leading into 
the Lecture Room and from which 
branches the Mortimer Room, named 
after the famous seascape photog- 
rapher F. J. Mortimer who was con- 
nected with the Club for so many 
years. 

The Mortimer Room vies with the 
Bar for its intimacy and for the dis- 
cussion which it promotes, for here 
after lunch members gather, amidst a 
learned array of books and journals, 
for coffee and a chat before returning 
to work. 

On the floor above are two studios, 
one of them complete with a model's 
dressing room. Both have a selection 
of different background materials and 
both are .equipped with far more 
spots and floods than any one member 
is ever likely to require. 

Above the studios, on the remain- 
ing floors, are the various darkrooms 
each equipped with an enlarger, the 
wet workrooms, drying facilities, etc. 

So now perhaps you can appre- 
ciate why, earlier on in this article, 
I referred to the Camera Club as “a 
small world of photography all on its 
own”. If there are any facilities lack- 
ing, I have yet to miss them. 

Several vigorous groups function 
under the auspices of the Club as a 
whole. The Darkroom Group for 
example exists to give all members 
the chance of acquiring the best 
possible technique. The Pictorial 
Group caters to the salon exhibition- 
ists, and like the other groups spon- 
sors its own programme of lectures 
and discussions. We have already re- 
ferred to the Studio Group and beside 
them come the Colour Group, a now 
very active section of the community 
busily engaged in laying out two new 
darkrooms for its own purpose. 

The history of the London Camera 
Club would fill a book for its spirit 
is such that, bombed out of its prem-

HOME FROM RUSSIA‘ 


..- Ernst Haas uses his camera to record 
a big event in the lives of the little 


people of Europe 


“HALLO OTTO 


These are pictures that Ernst Haas of Magnum made in Germany as part of a series on 
the returning prisoners of war. It is the big event that these people have waited up to nine 
years for; every train from the Eastern Zone is met by the anxious, the curious and the 
morbid. There is no mistaking the P.O.W.’s in their quilted, forest green jackets. While 
other photographers in Europe were taking pictures of the great and the exotic, Haas 
reached down into the lives of the common people to make a couple of shots that capture 
the full range of human emotions; here is intense joy, unswerving hope, cynical amusement 
and smoldering resentment. Technically, this is quite an accomplishment, when you con- 
sider that these are unposed, natural light photographs plucked out of a swirling crowd 
at a railroad station, with no one interested in cooperating with the photographer. 
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BIKINI SUITS 









Two or three scarves are all you need to make 
these photogenic sun suits says Peter Gowland 





FIG. 1, above. The costume 
on these pages is begun with 
two lengths of any soft ma- 
terial. In this case, above, 
two lengths of rayon jersey, 
each length two yards lon 
and 27” wide, were pinn 
together. The center of the 
material is placed at the 
nape of the subject’s neck 
(Fig. 2, right) so as to drape 
forward to form the front of 
the costume. The ends are 
then brought between the 
legs to the back where pins 
in the center hold the mate- 
rial together. The ends then 
pass around the waist to the 
front where they are twisted 
and folded neatly under at 
the sides or in back—depend- 
ing upon their length. 





Since most of the manufacturers of swim suits nowa- 
days cling to the quaint notion that bathing suits 
should be durable enough to swim in, the photog- 
rapher who wants to produce striking pin-ups has a 
problem. Magazine editors reflect their reader's de- 
mands for fresh, unusual swim suit costumes. But 
since mass produced outfits necessarily have very 
little individuality, the trick is to find something in 
beach costume that looks different—yet has the illu- 
sion of being the subject’s usual attire. 
Custom-made suits are out of the question for 
most photographers because of their price. One 
solution, then, is for the photographer and model 
to cooperate in creating whatever style and color of 
suit they want. Some of the Bikini styles can be worn 
over regular two-piece outfits; others do not look 
well with other garments underneath. This being the 
case, the need for a lace where the model can 
change and adjust costumes should be kept in mind 
in ci:.0sing a shooting location. And to avoid mis- 
understanding or embarrassment, the photographer 
should have a female assistant along. On field trips, 
my wife Alice takes care of everything except last

minute directions and clicking the shutter. To my mind, this is an ideal set-up. 

Two or three scarves which retail for as little as $1 each, or two yards of 
bright colored jersey can be used for an infinite number of suit combinations. 
Since the jersey material is usually 54” wide, it should be split lengthwise. 
The ends can then be joined together to form a single strip of cloth 27” wide 
and four yards long. One of the most striking suits I have ever seen was 
designed by a model who used two yards of red jersey and two yards of 
Kelly green jersey, split lengthwise and joined at the ends. (The two remain- 
ing lengths were saved for future use. ) 

To build a suit with this material, the seam is placed at the nape of the 
neck and twisted once or twice before bringing it down the front. This gives 
a smoother neckline. Both ends are brought between the legs and around 
to the back where small safety pins hold the costume together. The loose 
ends are brought back around to the front with a twist in each piece at the 
waist, and tucked in neatly at the back. (See figures 1 and 2.) 

A variation on this costume that is especially suited to subjects with short 
legs is to drape the material in the back to form a bustle effect instead of 
bringing it around to the front. A wide belt is then used at the waist, and the 
resulting high sideline on the legs gives them an illusion of greater length. 

For a three-scarf suit, begin by folding one scarf diagonally and tying a 
knot in the middle. With the knot in the center, this scarf is tied in place to 
serve as the bra. (See Fig. 3.) The two remaining scarves are likewise folded

FIG. 8, above left, shows how one 
scarf can be folded diagonally with a 
knot at the center to form the bra for 
a beach costume. Two more scarves 
are folded diagonally and pinned or 
basted together at the center corner 
(Fig. 4, upper right) to form the 
trunks. The ends of the scarf that 
forms the front of the trunks pass 
around the waist and are tied together 
at the back. The ends of the scarf 
that forms the back of the trunks are 
brought forward (Fig. 5, left) and 
tied in a bow or knot in front.

\ HEN ITALY emerged from the War, Photography, like 
many another art had to start over.

So determined was the group to present their pic- 
ture ideas that they began publishing their own 
magazine, “Fotografia” (the logotype of this maga- 
zine forms the title type of this story) under the 
editorial direction of Conte Federigo Odorici. 

“Let's make pictures that answer our thirst for 
photographs, that raise the spirits, that jar the sensa- 
tions,” was the theme of one of the editorials in 
Fotografia. And Italian photographers have re- 
sponded with exuberant photographs that have kept 
pace with their realistic motion pictures: “Paisan,” 
“Shoeshine” and “Bicycle Thief.”

Have you ever wanted to deepen the blue of the sky in your color transparencies? Or photograph a store | 
window without the bothersome reflections of passers-by? These are two of the four basic ways in which % 
polarizing filters can be put to work solving your photographic problems. 
While ordinary light is made up of vibrations in all directions, when it becomes polarized, these vibrations 7 
are confined to a single plane. This permits control of polarized light through a substance similarly polarized; *~ 
that is, one which will pass only the light whose plane of vibration is in line with the axis of the polarizing 
material. For use in photography, a sheet of polarizing substance, such as Polaroid, is sandwiched between 
two pieces of optically flat glass. The filters, neutral gray in color, are usually equipped with an indicator 
to mark the axis of polarization, as shown in the above photo of a Kodak Pola-Screen. When the indicator 
is in line with the plane of vibration of polarized light, the light will be passed; but as the filter is rotated, the 

light will gradually dim until, after the filter has been turned through 90°, almost none gets through. 
Under certain conditions, such as reflections at about 35° from a non-metallic surface, light is polarized 
naturally. The amount of this naturally-polarized light reaching the film can thus be regulated by a polarizing 
filter at the camera lens, or a second polarizing screen may be used at the light source to produce the polarized 
light. The chart below gives the information you will need for applying the filters to your picture-making. 
In the column headed “axis orientation,” the position of the indicator is given for maximum effect. The best 
effects for your purposes, however, may be obtained at some slightly different setting which can be determined 
visually. While looking at the scene through the filter, turn it slowly until the desired effect is observed, then

“Here you are folks, the thrill ride of the century!

While the barker made his spiel, I stood and 
watched the mad maze of whirling lights on the Gyro 
Globe. Somewhere in there péople were getting 
body-slammed around worse than a wrestler being 
tossed on the mat. 

Photographs of moving lights at night have always 
fascinated me, even though there is nothing new in 
the idea. Such pictures were probably taken before 
I was born. But every time I hear the music of a 
merry-go-round, I want to get out my camera and 
snap a few pictures while people are reaching for 
the brass ring. 

I believe that some great pictures of moving lights 
at night are still to be taken—exciting pictures which 
can tell us something about the way people work 
and play. 

To some people, these light pattern pictures may 
seem unnatural, although they still appreciate their 
beauty. The human eye is not accustomed to view- 
ing lights as patterns. It sees them only as bright 
moving dots. The streaks and lines that give these 
pictures their appeal are missing. 

There are two ways you can take these pictures 
in both color and black and white; as the human eye 
sees it in “stop-action” with a fast lens, film, and 
shutter speed; or, you can take them the way I like 
to do, with time-exposure to produce the feeling of

I wonder how it happened that the last war was the best 
photographed war in history, and how that doesn’t seem 
to make any difference. I wonder if the pictures I saw 
censored would have made a difference. There were the 
pictures which came from Sweden and showed what had 
happened during the air raids on Berlin. I remember how 
polite and smiling the English censor was when he showed 
them to me before he put them away in a file. Then I 
remember the American censors, too, and how sorry they 
were that they couldn’t pass Ralph Morse’s pictures of 
war-weary GI's, taken at a “rest center” behind the lines. 
And the faces of dead men could not be photographed out 
of consideration to the folks back home. 

Then I begin to wonder about the pictures which we 
didn’t even take, either through carelessness, thoughtless- 
ness or the numb shock of too-closeness. I remember a 
peasant in: Normandy. I had given him a Domino sugar 
lump from a box of K-ration. I watched him unwrap the 
sugar from the little white paper, touch it to the tip of his

tongue, and then wrap it up again—too precious 
eat all at once. I watched him with a camera around 
my neck, and realized too late what I had seen. Also 
I remember a day in London. A buzz bomb fell near” 
the office at a crowded intersection. I was curious ~ 
and went to see. I saw what had been a truck. T_ 
looked for the driver, but he was not with the truck. 
And then I turned and saw his head. I could ask no 
one to photograph this, but now it seems that there 
are some people who need to see such pictures, 

I wonder what happens to the pictures that have 
been taken. I have assigned photographers to work 
at constant risk of death only to see their pictures go 
unused. The picture magazine has spawned a spe- 
cial kind of wastebasket, big enough to hold ilxl4™ 
prints—lots of them. Into this wastebasket in early ~ 
1942 went some pictures of the Nisei—children of 
America but of Japanese ancestors—which showed 
them as the quiet people they are, fishermen, truck 
farmers, gardeners, hardly a “yellow menace.” 
(These pictures did not keep these people from 
being put in dust-cloaked concentration camps.) 
Into this wastebasket in 1944 went pictures which 
showed the hell of jungle warfare. Into this waste- 
basket in 1946 went the birth pains of a mother 
lying on a kitchen table in a Chicago tenement. 
Into such wastebaskets goes much of the daily pride 
and work of the world’s best photographers. 

At that the pictures in the wastebasket are some- 
times better off than those in print. Isn’t it better to 
kill an honest picture outright than to maim it with 
a dishonest caption? Pictures, like words, suit the 
needs of those who use them. Among my souvenirs 
is an eight-page, full-size issue of Life, printed in 
Germany in 1948 and circulated as propaganda in 
the occupied countries. All it contains is Life's 
picture story of the Detroit race riots, printed ver- 
batim. (I do not mean to imply that Life should not 
have published the story in the first place. ) 

These are some of the questions which haunt me, 
and I find that I have no answers. I don’t think they 
are purely personal. I think they show a need to 
re-examine the still photograph, to discover its spe- 
cial talent for revealing truth and beauty, for cre- 
ating understanding among men. 

It is a great talent. Begin with the individual and 
consider the range of photographic possibility. A 
portrait may catch only an accidental aspect of the 
face (e. g. a sneeze) or it may catch a vital aspect. 
A portrait may be deliberately stylized (e. g. Penn 
or Karsh) or it may be the quick-frozen expression 
of a moment (e. g. Weegee). It may be maudlin 
with sentiment or cruel with caricature. 

Next come the relations between people. How 
often we see pictures of man and wife, but how 
seldom do we sense any love between them? How 
often we see pictures of teen-agers dating, but how 
seldom do we sense jealousy, or shyness, or insecur- 
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FROM Victor Jorgensen’s (Scope) pictures of 
South African gold miners, the one above of 
the miner’s carefree Sunday, as he performs 
his native dances, will be an editor’s choice 
most of the time. Yet the photograph to the 
right, of the miners as they leave the pits and 
are searched by the guards, is far more impor- 
tant and honest and should be used in any story 
that attempts to picture the life of these men.

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ity? How often we see pictures of factory workers, 
but how seldom do we see any sweat, any strain? 
How often we see pictures of business, but how 
seldom do we see ambition, selfishness, greed? How 
often does the camera catch tears, laughter, hurt 
and pride? 

When we pass from the relatively simple relations 
between individuals to the complex relationships of 
modern society the photographer and then the pic- 
ture editor becomes lost in generalities. “Housing” 
becomes architecture, no trace of a landlord. “Traf- 
fic” becomes a long line of cars, no suggestion of 
impatience, no hint even of the danger of jaywalk- 
ing. Pictorial stereotypes sit in for “labor” and 
“management,” for “artist” and for “mom,” even for 
“sex appeal.” The magazine cover itself becomes 
such a stereotype that “cover girl” is a girl who 
exists only on the covers of magazines. 

Yes, photography has earned its place among the 
magnificent vehicles of modern communication, 
alike frustrated, confused, maligned and misdirected. 
The screenwriter bows to box office, the commen- 
tator to the Hooper rating, the photographer to 
circulation. Success is its own reward. 

If I have been critical it is not because I feel that 
we in the profession are totally helpless. Certainly 
there is growing awareness of these problems among 
photographers and ‘editors. Photographers have 
graduated from the kindergarten of fascination with 
the camera as a toy. Editors too are rapidly entering 
first grade. Editing by formula is not the satisfying 
process it once was, and the delicatessen-type layout 
has lost its relish. 

Times are changing fast. Today’s reject may be 
tomorrow's lead picture. Today’s magazines are 
searching their souls. Tomorrow there may be new 
media as well. Let's make the pictures that are 
honest and fresh, that give full range to our willing 
cameras and sensitive film.

picture with Ray Shorr’s 35mm technique

Did you ever take a photograph by the light of a match? Ray Shorr, a young Black Star (photo 
agency) photographer had to do just that on a recent magazine assignment. Shorr had been 
asked to catch the intimate atmosphere of a smoky basement night spot in mid-Manhattan. So, 
like most magazine photographers, he scouted the job several nights before he was scheduled to 
shoot. When he tested the available light with an exposure meter, the needle didn’t even show 
a quiver. Shorr’s one word summary of the light situation was: “Stygian.” 

Flash was out. The harsh light of the flash bulb would have given a completely false repre- 
sentation of the dusky, fume-filled room. Careful use of flood lamps could have supplemented 
the sub-illumination, but would have annoyed the customers who were paying for the privilege 
of not being able to see more than ten inches in front of their noses. This left Ray with a Hobson’s 
choice—the pictures had to be made by whatever available light he could command.

Is the lighting right? Am I in focus? Did the subject 
move? If you're like most amateurs, your camera’s 
shutter speeds are the last thing you worry about 
when you snap a picture. Nevertheless, the odds are 
against you every time you accept the markings on 
your shutter at their face value. 

Since the first camera shutter was made, designers 
and manufacturers have had the constant headache 
of trying to match exactly the performance of a 
shutter to the speeds engraved on its dial. So far, due 
to the problem of quantity production, no one has 
been completely successful. As a rule, even the most 
expensive precision-built shutters will vary consider- 
ably—often as much as 50%—and it is not uncommon 
to have two settings on the dial which actually give 
the same shutter speed. 

In black-and-white work the exposure latitude of 
the film will hide discrepancies in shutter speed; 
but with color film, these errors become seriously 
apparent and are almost always blamed on faulty 


processing or the exposure meter. With the simple 
speed test for between-the-lens shutters detailed 
here, you can learn the peculiarities of your camera’s 
shutter and allow for them in setting your exposure. 
You will waste a lot less color film and you'll prob- 
ably notice improved quality in your black-and-white 
shooting as well. 


The Basic Setup 


As in other shutter testing systems, a phonograph 
turntable provides a constant-speed standard for 
checking the shutter. Almost any type phonograph 
will serve, electric or spring powered, including the 
record changing types. At the edge of the turntable 
a small spherical reflector is mounted. The turn- 
table and reflector are illuminated from a single point 
as near the camera as possible and photographed in 
motion through the shutter to be tested. An image 
of the light source, captured by the reflector, shows 
up on the camera film as an arc which can be meas-

ured in degrees to establish accurately the time 
during which the shutter was open. The reflection 
from the turntable centerpost is taken as a reference 
point for measuring the angle. 

This improved method has important advantages 
over the usual one which requires a flashlight bulb 
for illumination. For instance, you are not limited to 
testing the slower shutter speeds. You can check 
accurately the 1 to 1/500-second speeds of conven- 
tional shutters; the 1 to 1/800th-second speeds of the 
Kodak Synchro-Rapid; also the speeds of even faster 
between-the-lens shutters, if and when they are de- 
veloped. The procedure is simple and does not re-

How to Make the Calculations 


A synchronous electric phonograph motor is in- 
tended to spin the turntable at 78 revolutions per 
minute, just as is a fully-wound spring drive, but sev- 
eral considerations may alter the actual perform- 
ance.

DOGS

One of the nicest things about taking pictures of dogs is that after 
working with all you have, to get something that you really think is 
terrific, your subject is not going to take one look at the proofs and 
howl. “You don’t mean to tell me you think I look like that!” 

In some ways dogs rate better than humans as models. For instance 
they are not nearly so likely to be self-conscious, and their reactions 
are more direct and honest than most grown-ups. And so far I have 
yet to come across one that has tried to tell me from what angle he 
photographs best or just which lines and wrinkles he expects me to 
retouch before he orders his final copies. 

Granting that you like dogs a lot, and they do not run away at 
sight of you, there is one quality that you will do well to have in 
abundance. That is patience. Unless you are working with a trained 
dog and handler, your lines of communication are going to be pretty 
poor, and none of the directions or orders that you can fire at a 
fellow human are going to mean much to your canine model. Instead 
you will have to take plenty of time and count on using lots of film 
if you hope to get many outstanding negatives. 








Many big name photographers poo-poo the de- 
mand on the part of the photographic reading public 
for technical details about their work. They point 
out—and quite rightly, of course—that fine pictures 
can be taken with anything from a box camera to an 
8x 10 view. But just the same they usually surround 
themselves with thousands of dollars worth of cam- 
eras, lenses, and high-powered lights, for the very 
good reason that although it is possible to get by 
with almost any equipment, most types of work can 
be done much more surely and easily and with a 
lower percentage of misses with the right combina- 
tion of tools for the job. 

Since most of my dog shots are in color, and at 
least 4x5 transparencies are demanded by most 
markets, I have gotten together an outfit for this size 
that I think is pretty near ideal. For any subject mat- 
ter that requires constant shifting of position and

re-focusing—and dogs certainly require that—I think 
that a reflex camera is a must. I like a Graflex best 
and it certainly should have both built-in flash and 
an automatic diaphragm, so that once the right pose 
is seen on the groundglass, nothing has to be done 
except push the release. 

While this size equipment can also be used for 
black and white work, I think there are advantages 
in using one of the popular 2% x 2% size reflex cam- 
eras and the twin lens type works out very well 
except for very close-up head shots using a portrait 
auxiliary lens. Here the short focus lens is by no 
means ideal because distortion often spoils a good 
shot. If you use a portrait lens, watch your ground- 
glass to be sure the nose doesn’t get too far forward 
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or youll end up with a canine version of Jimmy 
Durante. A side view often will solve this problem. 
The most abundant, cheapest, and in many ways 
the best illumination 1s ordinary daylight. In black 
and white it permits workable exposures even in the 
shade, and creates such a variety of effects that it 
keeps you constantly on your toes watching for new 
and different lighting on your subject. And if you are 
following a dog around outdoors, it is nice not to 

have to consider where your lights are set up. 
Although daylight, incandescent or flash bulbs can 
be used successfully, in my opinion they don’t even 
run a good second to speedlites. The great quantity 
and short duration of light they put out are a tre-

Color film is like a pretty girl. Once we fall under 
her spell we may forgive many of her faults. 

We load our camera with Kodachrome, reset our 
light meter to 10 and look for colorful scenes. If we 
are taking pictures of children we are likely to have 
them put on a bright red sweater and jaunty little 
yellow hat. We take a look in our 
groundglass; we know from past 
experience that our color film is 
going to get all of this color and 
a little more for good measure; so 
we start snapping pictures. 

Sometimes the color of the re- 
sulting transparency that we pro- 
ject or look at is sufficient unto 
itself. Other times we have the 
feeling that the picture is nothing 
more than a snapshot with color 
added. If we analyze our trans- 
parency carefully we may come 
to the realization that bright col- 
ors aren't always enough. 

So how do we make the most 
of our color? First of all, color 
photographs need the same liberal 
amount of imagination in ap- 
proach as black and white photo- 
graphs do. Original angles that 
dramatize or help the eye “get the 
point” are important. Since we 
cannot rely upon our enlarger and 
printing frame to eliminate un- 
wanted details, “cropping on the 
groundglass” is more important 
with color film than with black 
and white. 

The accompanying Kodachrome 
of the boy and the lawnmower 
might have been “just a pleasant 
color shot” of a common every- 
day subject. Seen in a non-imagi- 
native way it would have included 
the ordinary eye level panorama; the picket fence, 
the rose arbor, the family car and the neighbor 
stretched out to infinity. This photographer, on the 
other hand, knew what he wanted and went about 
selecting the camera position and groundglass com- 
position which would produce a striking, fresh angle 
approach to the subject. The high angle—from a sec- 
ond story window—made possible the diagonal thrust, 
more dynamic than the horizontal would have been 
and the advancing perspective of the lawnmower 
which points up the story: the insurmountable task 
confronting the small boy. Perhaps the slightly dark 
vignette effect around the edges and in the corners 
works against the print. Much of this problem is be-

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Pinhole camera......

One night, while dining in Riccardo’s “Padded Cell” reserved for Gentlemen 
of the Press in Chicago, David Eisendrath told me of some work he’d been 
doing with his Rolleiflex, stopped down to F:72. Eisendrath is always worth 
listening to. Aside from being expert on a variety of things from anthropology 
to Chinese foods to the love life of the Dingo and Capybara, Eisendrath is also 
technical adviser to the American Society of Magazine Photographers. He sug- 
gested that I see Al Muller at 421 Seventh Ave. when I returned to New York 
and have my own camera adjusted to this new technique. 

Having nothing to lose but a new Rolleiflex, I did as he suggested. The 
operation took seven days. The F:72 feature looks simple enough from the 
outside. Actually there is not much to see. It merely means that I can stop the 
original diaphragm down past its previous minimum aperture of F:22. Now 
when it comes to a complete stop, it’s at F:72. This in no way affects any of the 
original operations of the camera. As far as external appearance is concerned, 
nothing new has been added. 

At F:72 I now have a depth of field of from 2% feet to infinity. To obtain this 
incredible perspective I set my camera at 3% feet and leave it there. There is no 
need to set the scale at other distances inasmuch as my tests show that it doesn’t 
make any appreciable difference. 

Since distortion is caused by curvature of the lens and F:72 uses such a tiny 
part of that curvature, for all practical purposes there is no distortion whatever 
in pictures made at this aperture. Aside from infinite depth of focus, this tech- 
nique eliminates distortion. 

All of this might be unexciting if it were not for the fact that this is NOT 
like ordinary pinhole photography. Outdoor exposures are made hand-held at 
1/50th on sunny days and at 1/25th on hazy-bright days. Summertime beach 
shots can be made at 1/100th part of a second. This is excellent testimonial to 
the tremendous light gathering power of the fine, coated, Tessar lenses in these 
cameras. For flash and strobe I set the diaphragm at F:72 but expose for an 
opening of F:22. No increase in development is necessary. Plus X and Super XX 
give about equal results when developed normally in DK20. On outdoor pic- 
tures I switch to the faster Agfa Superpan Press and delevop in D 76 F which is 
a little stronger. (See Bob Shorr’s technique on page 44 with this developer.—Ed. ) 

Theoretically, there should be some loss of sharpness at F:72 inasmuch as 
the lens is doing something for which it wasn’t designed and I do find a slight,

WITH HIS F:72 technique Hoffman has been able to get 
sharp focus on objects from 2% feet to infinity. In the photo- 
graph above the glass and statue were about 2% feet from 
the camera and the girl was eight feet away. The diagram 
below illustrates how stopping down the lens aperture in- 
creases the depth of field. The “circle of confusion” (men- 
tioned in the upper diagram) which is generally acceptable 
to the eye in a print should not be larger than 1/100th of an 
inch if it is to be viewed at 10 inches or more. A “circle of 
confusion” is a mathematical value; it defines the size that a 
point can be shown in a photograph without appearing to 
be blurred when it is viewed from a normal distance. 


negligible, overall softness. This is relatively unim- 
portant compared to the shock element of a single 
photograph which surpasses the capabilities of the 
human eye and which heretofore could only be 
shown in montage. 

Basically, the technique presages a new look in 
photography requiring more skill and judgment on 
the part of the photographer. A lot more things be- 
come apparent between 2% feet and infinity. Proper 
exposure becomes more important than ever, es- 
pecially where balance must be preserved between 
indoor and outdoor subjects in the same photograph. 
F:72 opens up a wonderful new dimension in the 
field of ideas for photographers with a good sense of 
juxtaposition and perspective. The amateur is ad- 
vised to go slow in allowing his camera to be altered, 
though, for a perfectly good camera can be ruined 
by unskilled tinkering. 

An old Chinese sage once told me: “Look to the 
past for something new.” Looking back, I remember 
reading that the Greek mathematician Euclid dem- 
onstrated that an image could be formed with a 
pinhole in 300 B.C., that Leonardo da Vinci gave a 
description of the pinhole camera as we know it 
today in his 16th Century notes. 

Now, F:72 goes one step further, with a very im- 
portant difference; it can. be done without tripods.

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Your movie film goes through a lot from the time 
you first break the manufacturer's seal until it has 
become a favorite veteran of many home screenings. 
It has to be pretty tough and durable stuff to sur- 
vive the loading and unloading, winding and rewind- 
ing it inevitably will be subjected to; yet at the same 
time it is only a narrow cellulose ribbon carrying 
gelatin images. A little time and thought on your 
part can make its life much easier—and longer. 
Proper care for your film begins when you load it 
in your camera. First see that the film aperture plate 
is clean so dust will not scratch the film as it passes 
through. Also, make sure the rewind spool is not 
bent, and the camera is functioning properly so that 


there will be no difficulty when the film passes down 





to rewind. When loading the camera, pick a spot in 
the shade of a tree or building, or at least turn your 
back to the sun and use your body for shade. 

In replacing the camera back, check to see that 
the film is threaded properly and running smoothly 
before closing the camera. 

Most of these same precautions are also called for 
in unloading. Don’t take the chance of fogging the 
last few feet of film by standing in strong light. Too, 
if the film is not wound tightly on the spool when you 
take it out, it will fog the entire film along the edges. 

When you are shooting color film, try to have it 
developed as soon as possible after finishing the roll, 
since it tends to lose quality after a period of time. 
If this is impossible, see that it is stored where it 


OCCASIONAL LIGHT OILING is essential for a smooth-running projector. This should be carried out according to the 
manufacturer’s instructions, and after the oil has had a chance to “run in,” all excess should be wiped away (see above). 
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USE A SOFT, lintless cloth 
or pad of Kleenex to re- 
move dust and other for- 
eign particles from your 
movie film occasionally. 
Either a commercial film 
cleaner or carbon tetra- 
chloride will loosen the 
dirt and float it away.

To keep 
it that way, store it in a 
sturdy film can whenever 
it’s not in use. 








is safe from extremes in temperature and humidity, 

Remember, too, that hundreds of people lose their 
films each year because they fail to put their name 
or correct address on the box when sending the film 
away for processing. That is the only identification 
the laboratory has of your film. Print your name and 
address plainly or type it. Then tie the box of film 
securely so that it will arrive safely. 


Before Screening 


It is always a thrill to show a film when it first 
comes back from processing. Take time, though, to 
see that it will have a safe trip through the projector. 
First clean the projector aperture plate, to avoid 
scratching the film. This is especially true if the film 
may later be made into duplicates. A pipe cleaner 
moistened with alcohol is good for cleaning the 
aperture plate, as well as the sprocket wheels for the 
outgoing and rewind reels. Old, dried bits of emul- 
sion can be removed easily with acetone. Make cer- 
tain, however, tha: all film is safely out of the way 
of the acetone. 

If you have taken a film which may have salable 
value, you should have a duplicate made first. Then 
use the dupe print for screening and editing. In this 
way the original is used only for final editing. 

The care that you give your equipment will deter- 
mine the quality of pictures you show a year or ten 
years from now. If you keep your equipment clean 
and in good working order, your pictures will be 
crisp and a pleasure to watch. After each projection 
session, you should go over the projector and clean 
it up. It should be lightly oiled (be sure to follow the 
instruction manual) and the aperture plate cleaned. 
After the oil has had a chance to run into the parts, 
take a rag and wipe off the excess oil from the pro- 
jector as otherwise dust will collect here. 


Film Care 


Films should be kept where it is relatively dry 
and cool. A temperature of not over 70 degrees and 
a relative humidity of not more than 50 percent is 
recommended by the manufacturers. Never store 
films near radiators, steam pipes, or hot-air registers. 
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Film cans were once made with provisions for 
holding humidifying pads, but most manufacturers 
have stopped selling this style of container; the rea- 
son for this being that the films became mildewed. 
Color film of course, must never be humidified. 

If your black and white films have become brittle, 
however, you can make them pliable by putting a 
piece of moist blotting paper in the reel can cover. 
Be sure that you wipe off excessive water. Naturally 
it is most important that no water comes in contact 
with the film at any time. Sometimes films become 
dry and brittle when they have not been run for a 
long period of time, so check them regularly to see 
that they are in good shape. Generally home movies 
under normal projection conditions absorb sufficient 
moisture from their occasional exposure to air to 
keep them reasonably pliant. In any case, you will be 
doing your movies a great service if you keep them 
dust free by storing them in film cans or a film chest. 

If the film is too loosely wound and you cinch it 
by pulling, then scratches or “rain streaks” made by 
particles of loose dust will appear on the film. Never 
overload reels because the outer coils of film might 
loosen or fall off the reel. Besides collecting dust, the 
exposed film is likely to receive additional damage. 

It is inevitable that a finished film will contain 
many splices. These should be made carefully so that 
they are neither lumpy nor warped to cause the film 
to jam in the projector. 


NEAT SPLICES are important for film safety, since a creased 
and lumpy splice (below) is likely to buckle when projected. 





Your films can always benefit from an occasional 
cleaning. Carbon tetrachloride does an excellent job, 
or you may want to use one of the several commercial 
film cleaners on the market. Since the fumes from 
many cleaning agents are harmful, the work should 
be done near an open window with an electric fan 
placed nearby to help circulate fresh air. Slowly run 
the film through two pads of Kleenex saturated with 
cleaning fluid, held lightly, but firmly, and preferably 
supported by a small block of wood, 





A LITTLE CARE before projection will go a long way in 
keeping your films fresh and clean. Use a pipe cleaner satu- 
rated with alcohol to remove dirt and old emulsion from the 
sprocket wheel (above) and the aperture plate (below), as 
well as all other points the film touches. This prevents dust 
being picked up and wound between the film layers. 





One final suggestion for handling—some may con- 
sider it pampering—film, is to always wear a pair of 
clean white cotton gloves. Around film studios these 
are essential equipment whenever film is out of its 
container. 

These few precautions are cheap enough payment 
for home movies that will endure through years of 
pleasant family showings. They are simply a form 
of insurance for irreplaceable films of moments you 
can never relive. 
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RAZOR SHARP 


A baffling problem often encountered by owners of 
view or press-type cameras is that of fuzzy negatives 
for no apparent reason. If a miniature camera pro- 
duces out-of-focus pictures the photographer can 
always send it away to have his rangefinder re- 
tracked. But when a picture appears sharp on the 
groundglass, and then winds up fuzzy on the nega- 
tive, the trouble obviously is not with the camera. 

The answer, of course, lies in the precise relation- 
ship between the point of focus, as indicated by the 
groundglass, and the actual film plane; and a little 
reasoning at this point tells you to suspect your film 
holders. Invariably, accurate measurement will justify 
your suspicions. You need not be alarmed, however, 
for this situation can be handled quite simply at 
home as shown in the step-by-step illustrations on 
the facing page. 

‘To do the job you need only a few tools, plus a 
couple of evenings’ time. Zero to 1” micrometer cali-

pers and 0 to 3” standard depth micrometers are the 
only unusual items and if not on hand they may be 
borrowed. A magnifying glass strong enough to 
enable you to judge sharpest focus on the ground- 
glass, is necessary, and a new, sharp 14” flat mill 
file is much more useful than just any old file. 
Two 6” steel scales from the dime-store for squar- 
ing infinity stops, cellophane and paper masking tape 
for building up the holders, a sheet of undeveloped 
film, a small, accurate steel square, and a razor blade 
complete the list. 

Before beginning the real job of correcting the film 
he:ders, it is a good idea to check thoroughly 
camera and rangefinder alignment. First we see that 
the lens board is parallel with the film plane. This 
can be done accurately enough with the small square 
on the bed, for vertical alignment, and by measuring 
with the 6” scales from the inside back of the cam- 
era to the infinity stops, for horizontal alignment. 





A THOROUGH camera check-up before starting work on your film holders will insure 
accuracy in the finished job. A small steel square will suffice for checking vertical alignment 
(left, above), while two inexpensive 6” steel scales are used for horizontal alignment (right, above). 
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Depth micrometers are used to measure 
one accurately the set-back of the ground- 
glass. Holders are checked similarly. 


Those holders in which the film is 
two positioned too far back are filed to move 
the film plane closer to the lens.: 


Micrometer calipers are used frequently 


three during the filing process to keep a 
check on the amount of stock removed. 





Paper tape is cut to correct width for 
four building up those holders that position 
the film ahead of the focal plane. 





» The strips of tape are then placed on a 
f ive flat piece of glass and depth micrometers 


are used to measure tape thickness. 





The strips of tape are applied to the 
slx holders so that film plane will be moved 
back. Holders are then refinished. 
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If these measurements appear reasonably close, as 
they usually do, the first important thing to be done 
is to reset the infinity stops. These are located on the 
sliding carriage and are locked with small set screws. 

With the groundglass back in place and the in- 
finity stops loosened and moved ahead, rack the car- 
riage in until it stops, then place the camera on a 
steady support. Pick a sun-lighted contrasty subject 
at a distance of at least % mile and, using the magni- 
fier, focus carefully by moving only the lens standard 
itself. It is important to check again the lens standard 
as in the above paragraph. When these points all 
check accurately, bring the infinity stops back against 
the lens standard, tighten set screws, then recheck. 

At this point we are certain of two things: first, 
we have the lens parallel with the groundglass; and 
second, we have infinity at sharp focus on the ground- 
glass. Our objective thus far, of course, is the auto- 
matic’ certainty of a sharp image on the groundglass. 

If we are now satisfied as to the absolute accuracy 
of the camera itself, we can go on to remedy the 
worst cause of fuzzy negatives—the film holders. The 
regular sheet film holders, film pack adapters, the 
magazine holder, roll film backs—all may be found 
somewhat inaccurate. To determine this it is neces- 
sary to first measure the set-back of the groundglass. 
Remove the groundglass back from the camera and 
with the depth micrometers measure the distance 
from the front of the holder to the center of the glass. 
This will be found to be about .187” (3/16”). Meas- 
ure at the four corners as well to see that the glass is 
parallel with the mounting frame itself. Then insert 
your undeveloped sheet film into one side of a holder 
and measure similarly from the front of the holder 
to the film. For sharp negatives this figure should be 
the’ same as the groundglass measurement, plus or 
minus .002”. I have found that out of twelve sides 
measured, six or eight will vary as little as .010”, 
while the remaining sides will be off as much as 
015”, .020”, or even .030”. Since all are usually be- 
yond the allowable tolerance (.002”), such holders 
cannot be expected to produce sharp negatives. 

To systematize the work, it is a simple matter to 
number consecutively each side of all the holders and 
make a note of their measurements. In view of the 
fact that some of the figures will be more than the 
groundglass measurement, and some less, it is obvi- 
ous that we must equalize them all by taking off the 
plus figures and adding to the minus. 

When the figures are assembled we begin work 
on the holders. Those which position the film in 
front of the groundglass plane will have to be built 
up to move the film back. These are the minus fig- 
ures. The others, the plus figures, will need filing off 
to move the film plane forward. The filing process 
isn’t too difficult, as you need only be careful not to 
remove more material from one side of the face than 
you do the other, or more from the bottom than the 
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top. If 0-1” micrometers are on hand it will help to 
use them to assure even filing. Measure the total 
thickness of the holder before filing, then read at the 
four corners as well as the middle of the sides as filin 
progresses, keeping the readings equal until the cor- 
rect amount has been removed. Spring-back Graphic- 
type holders have a lock strip across them and care 
must be taken that this strip is not deformed. 

To add to the minus figures the addition of cello- 
phane or paper tape will be satisfactory. Lay several 
strips of tape, sticky side down, on a piece of glass 
and trim to the same width as your holder sides. A 
steel scale will help to make straight cuts. While the 
tape is on this flat surface its thickness can be meas- 
ured with the micrometers. This will be found to be 
.007” to .009”. It is evident that if the addition of 
.004” is needed on a holder, the difference between 
.004” and .009” (.005”) must first be filed off the 
face or else there will be an overcorrection. In this 
case, however, clear cellulose tape is used, which 
measures about .003”. 

Apply tape to the holder on the three wide sides 
of the face, with “L” notches to match the hinged 
cover at the bottom. All tape reaching the bottom 
of the holder must be continued around the bottom 
edge to prevent it from curling and coming off in 
use. Stop just short of the hinge line to avoid binding 
at this point. Make all tape joints of the butt type 
and a close fit to keep the holder light-tight. 

When all the holders measure within a few thou- 
sandths inch of the required dimension, it is time to 
check them in their actual position in the camera 
back. This can be done throughout the filing and 
taping process (with depth micrometers), but it is 
not as convenient or as fast to do. It is by far the 
more accurate, however, since the film is definitely 
in the exact plane it will occupy when in use. 

The standard depth micrometers measure to 3” at 
the maximum, which for a 2Kx3” camera will 
be adequate. The lens board is removed and the 
micrometers inserted so that their base rests squarely 
on the lens board standard, and the anvil just 
touches the groundglass. An accurate determina- 
tion of the exact moment of contact between anvil 
and glass or film is made simply by tapping the 
micrometers on the side so that they rock slight- 
ly, then adjusting them downward .001” at a time 
until a definite interruption of the rocking motion is 
observed. The measurement here is the new standard 
which all film-loaded holders should equal, within 
as close a tolerance as can be held. A relative equality 
plus or minus .002” is sufficient. 

When all holders read alike, there are only two 
things left to do. Each holder must be thoroughly 
cleaned of dust and filings, and then refinished. Any 
black alcohol stain will penetrate and dry quickly, 
after which a paste wax is applied to finish the job.

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44 (top left), the turntable ro- 
tated 395° during the time the shut- 
ter was open. (Since there are 360° 
in a full circle, the additional 35° 
appeared as a heavy dual line on the 
test exposure—indicated 2 arrows. ) 
To find the exact time the shutter 
was open, we divide the measured 
395° by 468, which as we found 
above represents the number of de- 

the turntable moves during one 
second. This gives us an actual shut- 
ter speed of .844 seconds—consider- 
ably faster than the marked speed of 
one second. This can easily be con- 
verted to percentage of error by tak- 
ing the difference betwen the marked’ 
speed and the actual tested speed (in 
this case, 1.000 — .844), then divid- 
ing by the marked speed (.156/1.000 
=.156). Moving the decimal point 
two places to the right gives a per- 
centage (15.6%). Percentages are help- 
ful in comparing the errors at differ- 
ent shutter settings. 

A simple plastic protractor, (page 
45), will serve to measure accurately 
the number of degrees. Use the image 
of the turntable post as a center and 
strips of cardboard for extension arms. 
Measurements can be taken directly 
from larger negatives, or for greater 
accuracy you can check the projected 
image on the baseboard of an en- 
larger. 


For Fast Shutter Speeds 


The method of testing speeds from 
1/50 through 1/500 second requires 
a slightly different setup, but is iden- 
tical otherwise. Lift the turntable from 
the phonograph and underneath you 
will find a rubber-tired drive wheel. 
You can determine the speed of the 
drive wheel by comparing the number 
of turns with that of the turntable, or 
by using a revolution counter. The 
drive wheel illustrated had a speed of 
370 R.P.M., or 6.16 R.P.S., or 2218 
degrees per second. On it fit a tem- 
porary turntable: a disc 3 inches in 
diameter cut from stiff cardboard and 
painted dead black, with a small re- 
flector cemented in the center and 
another at the edge. Attach and cen- 
ter the disc on the wheel with rubber 
cement or Mortite putty. Use the same 
shutter testing procedure as before, 
taking into consideration the higher 
speed and consequent greater number 
of degrees involved. 

To test shutter speeds above 1/500 
second, a 1%-inch black cardboard 
turntable with reflectors is used. Cen- 
ter and glue a paper tube to the un- 
derside so that it will be a close fit 
over the end of the motor shaft. For 
this set-up, it will be necessary to re- 
lease the drive wheel from contact 
with the shaft by freeing the end of

the retaining spring. The motor shaft 
travels about 8% times as fast as the 
drive wheel, in this case amounting to 
about 18,300 degrees per second. It 
is best to check with a speed indicator, 
the use of which is readily available 
at most any garage. 

The series of nine test exposures il- 
lustrated on page 44 shows the degree 
of error that may be expected in a 
good shutter, in this case a Compur. 
Errors may be much greater in shut- 
ters which have been subjected to 
unfavorable handling or atmospheric 


conditions. It is interesting to note | 


that shutter errors are quite unpre- 
dictable and vary widely at different 
settings. Thus a shutter is neither con- 
sistently fast nor consistently slow. 


| Allowance therefore cannot be made | 


by a simple correction factor, but the 
shutter must be individually calibrated 
at each shutter setting. 

Another factor which should be 
considered is the difference in shutter 
speed at various diaphragm apertures. 
Since it requires less time for the 
shutter blades to uncover completely 
a small aperture than a large one 
(and more time to cut down the effec- 
tive light in closing), faster shutter 
speeds are obtained with a wide open 
diaphragm—particularly at speeds of 


1/50 second or less. A thorough job of | 


shutter testing therefore will include 
three checks of each shutter speed; 


| one made with the diaphragm wide 


open, another at the smallest stop, 


...Te-scaling a Compur shutter 


and a final one at some intermediate 
setting, such as F:8. 

Once you know the amount of error 
in the various speeds of a given shut- 
ter you can easily make diaphragm- 
stop allowances to correct the discrep- 
ancy. The information can be copied 
onto a card to be carried in the cam- 
era case, or you can correct the shutter 
markings themselves. 

In some cases, as with Compur 
Rapid shutters, intermediate speeds 
are available between the marked set- 
tings (except between 1/10 and 1/25 
on the Compur). A little trial and 
error with these shutters will enable 
you to rescale them at standard shut- 
ter speeds,

diagonally and fastened together with 
two or three inches of overlap at 
the middle corners. A quick basting 
job with needle and thread will do— 
or you can use safety pins. (See Fig. 
4.) One scarf goes around the waist 
to form the front of the suit and ties 
in the back. The ends of the scarf that 
forms the back of the suit are brought 
around the waist to the front and tied 
in a knot or bow. Fig. 5. 

If the subject has a snug pair of 
Jain colored shorts they can be com- 
bined with two scarves to form an at- 
tractive suit. Begin by tying two 
scarves together at any corner. Place 
the knot at the back of the neck so 
that the scarves drape over the bust 
to form a plunging neckline. A wide 
belt at the waist holds them in place 
and the ends can be left hanging or 
folded into the leg of the shorts and 
puffed at the waist. For a completely 
plain front, tie the ends around in 
back and tuck under the belt. 

Individuality in suits is simply a 
matter of draping, pinning, and twist- 
ing various material to create an at- 
tractive result. Unusual material such 
as fishnet, terry-cloth, wool jersey and 
the like will in themselves suggest an 
amazing variety of designs. Let the 
suits described above serve only as a 
starter for you—the designs you create 
on your own will give you even great- 
er satisfaction.

book and captured it before it was 
totally waterlogged. Now I know how 
the famous author felt when his maid 
burned his life’s work because she 
thought it was scrap paper.” 


Lee Pillsbury tells us of some inter- 
esting experiments in stage photogra- 
phy. Instead of the usual posed pub- 
licity shots, Lee took to shooting dur- 
ing performances, as fast as 1/100th 
at F:8 with no extra lighting. The 
gimmick he worked out was use of 
a high energy developer, (Von-L) 
which he uses full strength rather 
than diluting it according to direc- 
tions. Twelve minutes and no agita- 
tion bring his press-type film to just 
the density he desires. (For another 
experiment in dim light pictures, see 
1200 Weston, pg. 42—The Editor) 


The Los Angeles Press Photographers’ 
Association, after two and one half 
years work have recently opened a 
permanent photographic laboratory at 
nearby La Tuna Canyon Probation 
camp dedicated to the idea that kids 
with photography as a hobby are in- 
clined to stay out of trouble. Working 
with the LAPPA, the county of Los 
Angeles converted one of the small 
buildings of La Tuna into a photo 
laboratory. Feeling their way slowly, 
the press photographers talked to the 
boys in camp about photography and 
how much fun it was. Seventy-eight 
of 81 boys who are 12 to 15 years old, 
wanted to learn photography. All 107 
members of the LAPPA take turns 
going out to the photo lab to instruct 
and help in the darkroom. As the boys 
qualify they can check out cameras 
and film to use during their free time. 
Twenty-four Ansco Rediflexes and 
Eastman Duaflexes are available tc 
them. The LAPPA has now prevailed 
upon the City Board of Education to 
supply a staff man to supervise the lab 
for an hour and a half each afternoon 
after school so the lab can be open 
more often. 


A California photographer tells the 
story about the client who always had 
trouble getting reprints from local pho- 
tographers because they had misplaced 
their negatives. So he always requested 
the negatives, stored them on his 
premises, and sent them to the photog- 
rapher with the reprint order. It was 
very legitimate and nobody com- 
plained. Except that recently he had a 
fire and the safe full of negatives was 
reduced to fragile ashes. The client is 
starting over once again—this time 
with a fireproof safe.

How He Does It 


For this job Shorr used a hand- 
held Contax with a coated F:1.5 Son- 
nar lens, and shot at 1/5 second. By 
comparison, this was a_ particularly 
rough lighting situation for much of 
his bad light work is done with an 
F:2.8 wide angle lens. “Even the 
F:3.5 lens that is standard on reflex 
and other gaat cameras,” he 
points out, “is fast enough to make 
pictures in siiag of the available light 
situations a photographer encounters.” 

Shorr’s favorite 35mm film is Plux-X 
which he buys from bulk film distribu- 
tors in hundred foot lengths, and loads 
into his own cartridges. By using ex- 
tremely powerful developers, he finds 
he can step up the film speed of 
Plus-X to where it is on a par with 
Super-XX. When he knows beforehand 
that the film is going to have to un- 
dergo extreme over-development, how- 
ever, Super-XX is used. (It is a must 
for bad light work with the slower 
twin lens reflex. He explains that this 
is not because Super-XX is any faster, 
but because of its inherent flatness as 
compared with Plus-X. Matching a 
very contrasty development with a 
very flat film prevents over-contrasty 
negatives. ) 

Shorr uses three iii for this 
type of work: D-76 with additional 
Borax; D-76 with Kodalk instead of 
Borax; and one-to-one Dektol. All of 
these ingredients are available in small 
quantities from most photo dealers, or 
chemical supply houses. 

D-76 with additional Borax is his 
choice for most of his 35mm work. It 
is made by increasing the alkali con- 
centration tenfold; 290 grains of Borax 
instead of 29. If you prepare your de- 
veloper from the packaged quart of 
D-76, add the additional 261 grains 
of Borax required after the developer 
is completely mixed. This formula will 
permit you to shoot at a film speed 
rating of anywhere between Weston 
200 and 300. Normal development 
time is seven and a half minutes at 
70°, but Shorr has prolonged develop- 
ment as long as eleven minutes to gain 
more speed. 

As an alternate for Borax, Shorr 
uses the same amount of Kodalk, a pro- 
prietary alkali of the Eastman Kodak 
Company. It permits film ratings of 
Weston 300 to 400, and can therefore 
be considered a full stop faster than 
the Borax formula, but it does give 
more grain. If it’s possible to shoot 
between Weston 200 and 300, there 
is little point in using the Kodalk 
variation. But if you really need the

With longer developing times both 
D-76 variations (Borax and Kodalk) 
will give ratings much faster than 
those listed above. When Shorr tested 
the faster Kodalk version, for instance, 
he quit after reaching what he esti- 
mates was Weston 1200—a speed far 
above any practical use. At seepds of 
between 300 and 400 Weston, Kodalk 
was at its best. In dire emergencies, 
decent prints with only moderate 
graininess were obtained with expo- 
sures based upon 500 or 600 Weston. 
While not practical on a 35mm nega- 
tive, a 24x 2% negative developed in 
Dektol can be obtained in the high- 
er speed brackets approaching 1200 
Weston. , 

It is important, Shorr points out, to 
do all developing by inspection under 
a standard green safelight. One of his 
pet tricks is to have two or three extra 
Nikor reels in the darkroom. When he 
finds one section of film coming up 
faster than the rest of the roll he 
simply cuts out the fully developed 
section and spools it into an extra reel. 
Although you can attain fine results 
developing normally exposed film by 
time and temperature, inspection is 
essential for bad light work. As Shorr 
summarizes it: “Developing by inspec- 
tion, I have enough control .over the 


progress of a negative to make almost 
any exposure correct.” 


The Fastest One Of All 

The fastest of all the high speed 
developers that Shorr uses is composed 
of one part Dektol to one part of 
water. Used at 70° for three and a 
half minutes this mixture gives about 
Weston 500 to 600. Development may 
be prolonged about two minutes be- 
fore fogging sets in. Dektol, says 
Shorr, is too grainy for 35mm work. 
Used with the 2%x2% twin lens reflex’s 
F:3.5 lens, however, it will turn out 
negatives capable of producing excel- 
lent prints up to 10 diameters of en- 
largement. 

One of Shorr’s favorite themes is 
that available light photography often 
produces prints that look as if they 
had been taken under Kleig lights. 
This is largely due to the natural 
tendency to increase exposure to be on 
the safe side. To overcome this it is 
essential that the photographer gain 
confidence in the developer’s ability 
to give him speed. Paradoxically, over 
exposure must be carefully guarded 
against in bad light situations. There 
is reall

and muddy prints. A good bad light 
negative must have areas of perfectly 
clear film. For best results you should 
strive for a minimum exposure and a 
full development. 

To get the hang of making good 
pictures by whatever available light 
there may be, Shorr suggests: “Take 
as many pictures as you can at l /5 
and 1/10 second. Try making candids 
at home or in the office under normal 
room illumination before you tackle 
the really hard ones. Gradually then 
you will begin making pictures where 
you never thought film could record 
images before.” Since not many people 
shoot by dim available light these 
days, there is always a chance that 
you may do as well as a student in 
Shorr’s Brooklyn College class in 
miniature camera technique. This chap 
enrolled in order to learn how to 
operate his new $60 miniature with 
an F:3.2 lens. Following Shorr’s in- 
structions to the letter, he carried the 
little camera wherever he went, and 
he had it with him one afternoon 
when he dropped in at his neighbor- 
hood bar. As always happens the 
fellows began mugging and, sure that 
he couldn’t take pictures in such dim 
light, kidded him as he fiddled with’ 
the camera. A week later he sold 
them a print apiece, and a month 
later he had earned the price of the 
camera.

ing overcome by lens manufacturers 
(for example the new Leica series) 
who are compensating for the vignette 
by increasing the diameter of the 
front element in order to gather more 
light around the edges. An irregular 
path of cut grass might have been an 
added note of realism. 

In making a color photograph, like 
one shown in black and white here of 
the colt, the photographer has se- 
lected an appealing, colorful subject 
and reenforced it with interesting de- 
sign, texture contrasts and cropping. 
The photographer, working for sim- 
plicity, has cropped out the mare in 
order to give full attention to the in- 
stability of the colt and appropriately 
the mare is seen as a dark mass loom- 
ing in the background as protective 
cover for the colt. 

In short, the photographer using 
color should base his shots upon good 
visual design, interesting angles and 
photographic common sense as he 
would if he were shooting in black 
and white.

mendous help in getting sharp pic- 
tures of such lively subject matter as 


dogs. 

"For black and white work almost 
any small outfit will give enough light; 
for color I have found that about the 
least power output that is satisfactory 
is around 600 watt-seconds. To do the 
job right, I have increased my power 
output to around 4500 watt-seconds 
that can be split up any way between 
2 to 12 lights. This amount of speed- 
lite equipment is both heavy and ex- 
pensive, but it certainly pays off in 
results, if you want to do professional 
dog pictures. 

With this combination of camera 
and lights, the shooting of good 
quality negatives or transparencies is 
almost automatic, and attention can be 
directed mainly, as it should be, to the 
subject itself. 


Simple Backgrounds 


Since many color shots of dogs are 
sold either for calendar or magazine 
cover use, it is important to have 
plain colored backgrounds in bright 
colors. For this I have found nothing 
better than the sheets of colored card- 
board sold by art stores. They are 
cheap, expendable, and easy to carry 
around. They are useful outdoors as 
well as indoors, and work well for 
black and white as well as color. 

Since these cardboard sheets come 
only in fairly small size, for larger set- 
ups I use rolls of background paper 
that come in various widths and almost 
any length. They damage more easily 
and are harder to handle, but other- 
wise work just as well as the card- 
board. 

Making any sort of indoor setup 
usually means that your working area 
is limited and your subject must stay 
pretty much in one spot. Unfortun- 
ately dogs don’t seem to understand 
this elementary fact. They often even 
get the idea that that particular spot 
is the one where they are not sup- 
posed to be. 

My first experience in shooting a 
color shot of a dog with flash bulbs 
impressed me with this fact. I was 
using about half a dozen of the biggest 
bulbs I could get. Since my friend 
was posing with his owner, it was no 
trouble to get him into position for the 
first shot. But when all of those bulbs 
banged off right in his face, the big 
good-natured fellow disappeared un- 
der the studio couch, and for the next 
hour all of our efforts to get him back 
under the lights were useless. I finally 
decided he was much too smart a dog 
for such work!

A Bell for Attention 


The final elements that go into get- 
ting good pictures are beyond the 
merely mechanical techniques. Even 
with everything set for smooth and 
easy working, it is still necessary to 
somehow get both interesting expres- 
sion and good design. Unfortunately 
there doesn’t seem to be any sure-fire 
formula for these two points and often 
what works for one photographer 
won't for another. 

I generally try to get expressions 
from dogs by using sounds, either vo- 
cal, or by such mechanical means as 
ringing bells, blowing a horn or har- 
monica, a piano, or drum, or even by 
crumpling paper. 

A dog’s sense of smell or sight can 
also be appealed to by holding out 
food, moving objects in and out of his 
view, or even by bringing another dog 
into sight. You never know for sure 
just what is going to work, but by 
setting everything up so that you can 
watch your subject every moment and 
be ready to shoot with split-second 
speed, you greatly improve your 
chances of catching the right moment 
when it does occur.

motion in beautiful lines of light. I 
think the time-exposure patterns cap- 
ture something of the spirit, the whirl, 
and the gayety of an amusement park 
that the “stop-action” pictures miss. 

For those who are interested in mak- 
ing pictures like the black and white 
night motion study shown at the bot- 
tom of page 34, here is how I do it. I 
use a Rolleiflex mounted on a tripod. 
The lens aperture is stopped down to 
F:16, and 1 expose from 20 to 40 
seconds, depending on the brightness 
of the lights. I use Kodak Super-XX 
film. The negatives were developed 
in D-76, for maximum speed at nor- 
mal contrast. They were printed on 
No. 3 paper. The color shot was ex- 
posed for 45 seconds at F:8 on 4x5

There 
are pictures, of course, to please all 
tastes, but for the most part the editors 
have tried to select photographs rep- 
resentative of today’s trends. In step 
with the times, for instance, is the sur- 
vey of aerial photography, its many 
applications and special techniques. 
One of the most commendable fea- 
tures of the 1950 Photography Year- 
Book is its sensible arrangement. There 
are nine sections given to various pic- 
ture classifications, such as Architec- 
ture, The World at Work, Portraiture, 
and Press and Magazine Photography. 
Most of these are accompanied by an 
authoritative article written by some 
well-known photographer in the field. 
For instance, Andreas Feininger writes 
about “The Telephoto Lens in Archi- 
tecture,” while an article on the 
“Photomacrography of Insects” is con- 
tributed by Dr. Richard Cassell. The 
remaining photographs in the book 
are grouped by country, with picture 
sections from England, France, Italy, 
Holland, Sweden, and the United 
States.

Rebuttal 
Sirs: 

The article “Report From Paris” in 
the March issue contains several state- 
ments concerning Technicolor which 
give an unfair impression. 

On page 120, the article reads: 
“., . the Roux process is designed to 
fill a definite need. European pro- 
ducers cannot amortize a Technicolor 
epic. The figures Roux cites are: for a 
standard black and white feature, 15,- 
000,000 francs ($1 is 350 francs); 
put it in Technicolor and the cost runs 
over 50,000,000 francs. Since Techni- 
color is a 4-negative process, the raw- 
stock budget goes to 120,000 meters 
from the normal black-and-white 30,- 
000 meters. Technicolor collects a roy- 
alty from its users; moreover it imposes 
its own film, technicians and equip- 
ment—even the choice of colors alone 
is not left to the director of the picture 
but dictated by the Technicolor Cor- 
poration. Furthermore there. is no 
Technicolor equipment in Europe ex- 
cept for what little there is in London. 
The length of time it takes to process 
the stuff precludes its use for news-
